Smiley, will probably be held, after- 
noons and evenings, in Dr. Webb’s 
church, on Tremont street, the present | 
‘week. There has been an increase of 
religious interestin many of the churches 
of this city, and these union meetings 
promise to be most interesting and 


_ profitable. 


Services have been held the last week, 
afternoon and evening, at Mt. Vernon 
Church, at which menibers of the clergy 
have been present and taken part, -also 
Miss Smiley, the noted Bible reader and 
preacher, which it is thought have been 
productive of much good. At Tremont 
Temple religious services have been fre- 
quent, both the large hall and the ves- 
used. Mrs. Van Cott, the 
Methodist revivalist, has held daily 
meetings in the lower hall of the Temple 
which have been largely attended the 
last week. This lady is quite sensa- 
tional, and appeals in all that she does 
directly to the feelings, consequently 
sways her audience nearly as she chooses. 
There is quite a difference of opinion 
among religious brethren as to her style, 
and some go so far as to condemn her 
altogether believing that the trwe, and 
not the sexsational, is t 
in dealing with the ses in religious 
matters. Whatever Ahe difference of 
Opinion, she always has full houses when 
she is to be heard, and some good no 
doubt comes from her method of dealing 
with sinners. The next few weeks will 
unquestionably witness much earnest 
work in all the churches, such as -will 
make the Winter of 1875-6 long to be 
remarkable.

Worcester on the 13th instant, while on 
a visit to friends. Mr. Miles was born, 


we think, in Worcester county in this 


State, and graduated at Yale College in 
the class of 1849. He was the third 
scholar in his class, excelling particu- 
larly in mathematics. 
he served some time as tutor in the col- 
lege, and then devoted himself to study- 
ing at the Yale Divinity School and at 
the Andover Theological Seminary. He 
was ordained pastor of the First Church 
(Congregational) of Charlestown, where 
heremained many years. Four or five 
years ago the Secretaryship of the Peace 
Association, becoming vacant, was ten- 
dered to Mr. Miles, and, to the surprise 
of his friends, it was accepted. The 
cause was then at a low ebb, and it was 
not generally seen how an active man 
could bestow his energies in such a field. 
The amount of work he did was wonder- 
ful—and it was accomplished mainly 
through the power of sincerity and faith. 
If ever the cause attains to anything like 
the triumph its friends predict, none will 
be found ve contributed more to it 
| than Dr. Miles. as

Lesson for Jan. 2d, 1875, 1 Samuel 
xv : 10-23, 


SAUL REJECTED. 


After six months’ study of the Gospel 
of John, the lessons in 1 Samuel are re- 
sumed, Samuel, the prophet of God, 
was sent toSaul, the first king of Israel, 
to deliver to him an important and sol- 
emn message. The message forms the 
chief subject of the present lesson. . 

1. Gods command to Saul is contain- 
ed in the third verse.of the ehapter : 
“Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly 


soon to start for Aintab, Turkey, to be | destroy all that they have, and spare 


them not; but slay both man and wo- 
man, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, 
camel and ass.” The command was a 
severe one. ‘T'o exterminate a tribe 
seems a harsh and extreme measure. 
Was it too severe? The Amalekites 
were a nomadic tribe, who lived in the 
country south of Palestine, between 
Egypt and Idumaea. (1 Sam. xxvii: 8.) 
They were wild and ferocious like the 
Modoes and Apaches of America, and 
the Bedouin Arabs of Asia. They at- 
tacked the Israelites in the wilderness 
and were defeated by Joshua, while 
Aaron and Hur held up the hands of 
Moses. Then the Lord said unto Moses: 

“Write this for memorial in a book 
* * forI will utterly put out the re- 
membrance of Amalek from under 
heaven.” (Ex. xvii: 14.) The Amal- 
ekites again attacked the Israelites and 
defeated them near the southern border 
of Palestine. (Num. xiv:.45.) They 
were in subsequent times very trouble- 
some to the Israelites. There was rea- 
son, therefore, for severe measures 
against them. They were the bitterest 


and most treacherous enemies of Israel. |

was in his sight just, and Saul had but 
one path of duty open to him. 

2. Saul’s disobedience awakened Gad’s 
displeasure. He repented having made 
Saulking. This expresses the moral ne- 
cessity God was under of changing his 
treatment of the disobedient king. “It 
repented the Lord that he had made 
man,” (Gen. vi: 6), that is “it grieved 


him at his heart” that man by sin had | 


compelled him “‘to destroy man from the 
face of the earth.” God is ever grieved 
at sin. 
those committed by Saul. The king’s 
disobedience grieved the prophet. Sam- 
uel loved Saul, (v. 35) and the latter’s 
disobedience burned into his soul. Sam- 
uel had anointed Saul, and the conse- 
quences of his sin displeased him. They 
seemed “a slur on his prophetic office.” 

3. Samuel’s message to Saul was faith- 
fully delivered. Duty often compels us 
to speak painful words to those we love. 
God’s message is never to be slighted. 
Samuel had prayed to God all night. 
Prayer makes our most unpleasant du- 
ties possible and agreeable. The Car- 
mel to which Saul went was not Mt. Car- 
mel, but a place inSouthern Judea. Da- 
vid’s favorite wife was Abigail, the Car- 
melitess. (1 Sam. xxv: 2-40.) 

4. Sauls disobedience uncovered. He 
hid it under a lie. He had saved alive 
Agag, the king of the Amalekites, and 
the best of the sheep and oxen. He 
said to Samuel that he had obeyed God’s 
command. The bleating sheep betrayed 
him, Thus discovered, he shifted the 
responsibility of the Aaclediona’ upon 
his men. . This meanness of character is 
@ common thing to-day. ‘‘Z have done 


right, the others are to blame.” ‘ The 
woman gave me and [ did eat.” Saul’s 
disobedience begets falsehood. False- 


hood brings forth false accusation, and 
then follows the complete breaking 
down of moral character. Sooner or 
later such moral turpitude will be un- 
masked and punished. “Sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death,” 

5. Saul rejected. A sad spectacle. 
The herdsman had his head turned by 
his exaltation. He could not endure 
prosperity. He was not man enough to 
fill the station he occupied. He failed 
because he rejected God’s guidance. He 
was subject to the King of Kings, and 
rebelled against his authority. For this 
God rejected him, | 

God does reject men. He that cover- 
eth his sins shall not. prosper. 

6. Zhe great lesson for usin Saul’s 
sin is that God prefers obedience to all 
things else. Saul’s plea that the sheep 
and oxen were spared to be offered in 


| Sacrifice to God was a blind to cover his 
disobedience. If we would please God, 


we must obey him. Disobedience is re- 
Rebellion is witch-craft—that 


and hence idolatry. With such sacrifi- 
ces, God is not well pleased.

tion of Rector, they have been systemat- 
ically and pointedly ignored. .

gather. The main thing is, to choose 
some special article and keep making it. 
It will soon be understood that you have 
it always on. hand, and friends and 
neighbors will often purchase. 

It is better to construct useful articles 
and adorn them a little, than to make 
those which are merely ornamental. 
You gain a larger circle of purchasers, 
because usefil things come within the 
reasonable and inevitable expenditures 
of every family; and a good house- 
keeper will often make such a purchase 
from seeing it all ready to her hand, 
when she would turn away from some 
ornamental affair without a second look.

The Temple of Juggurnauth, 


An Indian missionary, at present re- 
siding in England, writes to the Zimes: 
**An event of some importance has re- 
cently occurred in connection with the 
Temple of Juggurnauth ; it has already 
excited considerable interest in Orissa 
and Bengal, and will before long be the 
subject of conversation in every town 
and villagein Nothern and Western In- 
dia. Throughout the whole of the em-. 
pire there is no shrine so sacred as 
-Pooree, and no spot where a devont 
Hindoo would rather die than beneath 
the shadow of this great fane. What 
Palestine and its temple were to the Jew, 
Orissa and its temple are to a Hindoo.

food, sat beneath the shadow of the tree, 
he is looked upon asa different being. 
The temple, which cost half a million 
sterling of the money of our time, is 
literally black with age; the storms of 
nearly seven centuries, which are often 
so violent in the Bay of Bengal, have 
produced but little impression upon it, 
and until a few weeks ago it seemed 
likely to remain as many centuries more. 
Many of the large temples in the Prov- 
ince are now in ruins, but they have not 
fallen from the wear and tear of time- 
A silent but effectual power has been the 
cause of this destruction. The seeds of 
the peepul and banyan trees have wot! 
into the foundations ;' these have taken 
root; the sapling has forced its way 
through the fissures of the stones, and 
in process of years the whole fabric has 
been loosened and eventually brought 
down, and it seems probable that the 
Temple of Juggurnauth will share the 
same fate. At the late car festivals, as. 
soon as the idols had been taken from 
their thrones for their annual excursions, 
several large stones from the inner roof 
fell on the platform. Had they fallen a 
few minutes earlier the idols would have 
been shivered to atoms, and in all prob. 
ability there would have been great loss 
of life. The resident magistrate applied 
to the Governor for an engineer to in- 
spect the damage. This was found to 
be a difficult task, as the temple is so 
dark. There are no apertures for the 
light ; five or six lamps are kept burning 
in the day time, and even with these, 
nothing is visible but the idols. Plans 
have been prepared, and an estimate 
has been made of the cost. It is but 
very rarely that temples are repaired,

| HEALTH NOTES. 
[From Dr. W. W.Hall’s Maxims.] 

A pig will not eat when he is not hungry. 
Why should we? 

Cultivate an ‘equable temper; many a 
man has fallen dead in a fit of passion. 3 

If “bitters ” aid digestion, why is it that 
those who take them all the time are never 
well? 

Nightmare is caused by remaining so long 
in one position that the blood ceases to cir- 
culate. 

He, and he only, is safe from a drunkard’s 
death, who never tastes a drop of anything 
that can intoxicate. 

Never reflect on a past action which was 
done with a good motive and with the best 
judgment at the time. 

One of the greatest physiological crimes 
of our country is, that its people do not get 
rest enough, they do not sleep enough.. 


If a man is deprived of sunlight, he fades 
away like a flower without water, and al- 


‘ways comes to an untimely grave. 


All garments worn next the skin during 
the day should be removed at night, and 
spread out for thorough airing and drying. 


The living great should always bear in 
mind that the truth of history demands a 
faithful portraiture after they have left the 
stage of life. 

It is nothing short of cruelty and a mur- 
der to allow school children to sit up late 
at nights or to hurry them from their beds 
in the morning. 


Neither poverty, hardship, nor exposures 
tend to lengthen life ; they always shorten 
the average of life by many years, except 
in those few cases where there are counter- 
acting conditions. 


An erect gait gives to a woman a queen- 
ly appearance, and to men an air of manli- 
ness, integrity, and fearlessness. To bend 
forward or downward while walking indi- 
cates debility, depression, or mental trouble, 
and always aggravates itself and promotes 
disease. 


To prevent a man from getting sick is a 
more glorious mission than to cure him. 
The parent, the teacher, the minister, these 
are the parties who are to co-operate in 
raising sons and daughters of robust health, 
and cultivated intellect, and educated con- 
sciences, to occupy the responsible posi- 
tions of a coming age. 


Night is the time for rest, and both body 
and brain, especially as to students, require 
all the sleep the system will take; they 
ought never to be waked up; Nature will 
infallibly do that when she has had her fill, 
and to shorten sleep is to shorten life; half 
the time of daylight is as long as any man 
ought to spend in hard study. 


Every intelligent person owes it to him- 
self to learn from his family physician how 
to ascertain the pulse in health; then, by 
comparing it with what it is when ailing, he 
may have some idea of the urgency of his 
own case, and it will be an important guide 
to the physician. Parents ought to know 
the healthy pulse:of each child. 


Whoever drinks no liquids at meals will 
add years of pleasurable existence to his 
life. Of cold or warm drinks, the former 
are most pernicious ; drinking at meals in- 
duces persons to eat more than they other- 
wise would, as any One can verify by ex- 
periment ; and it is excess in eating which. 
devastates the land with sickness, suffering 
and death. 

Food feeds the body, thought feeds the 
brain, and fertilizers feed the soil. The 
better the food the better the thought; the 


better the fertilizers, the more vigorous 


does the body become, ‘the greater the act- 
ivity of the mind, and the higher product- 
iveness in the soil. By the better living of 
the last half century, ten years have been 
added to the average of human existence 
in civilized lands. | 


Ill-health is the most prominent cause of 
insanity, induced by insufficient exercise, 
intemperance, over-eating, and yielding to 
trouble, care, and mental anxiety; the al- 
ways certain remedy against these being a 
more general cultivation of out-door activ- 
ities, a greater attention to stirring busi- 
ness, giving preference to those occupations 
which are congenial, absorbing, and en- 
couragingly remunerative. 


Our Future Safety. 


San Francisco as a city is destined to be 
the New York City of the Pacific slope. 
Let there be as many Portlands or San 
Diegos as you choose to the north or 
south of us, yet ¢hzs city will for years to 
come be the great entrepot for the bulk of 
all Oriental goods. This must be the great 
reservoir of the Eastern wealth. It must 


- be gathered and distributed from San 


Francisco. In all human probability, in 
five years we will have another transcon- 
tinental railroad across this continent, run- 
ning on or near the thirty-second degree of 
latitude ; its western terminus to be San 
Diego. We differ with many of our friends 
as to this road being an injury to this city, 
State, or even the present Central and 
Union Pacific Railroads ; on the contrary, 
if we should have this road to the south of 
us, and San Diego becomes a Philadelphia, 
or even a Baltimore, so much the better 
for them and ourselves. We want compe- 
tition in growth and prosperity, and as our 
Sister cities grow and prosper, this, the 
great heart, will thrive with them. 

Chicago does not want this southern 
railway ; no, no. It would not go through 
there ! but would be a feeder to St. Louis 
and Cincinnati, and the southern cities 
generally. Our Eastern exchanges, especi- 
ally St. Louis and Cincinnati papers, are 
full of the recent Railroad Convention held 
in the former city not long since. 

In a very sensible argument from the 
Cincinnati “ Star ” we clip the following as 
a winding-up of their pertinent comments : 


Another avenue must be opened in order 
that self-interest, the only altar before 


which corporations were ever known to} 


bow, may teach the present Pacific Rail- 
road Company that the world was not made 
alone for them. |

But, not only is this Southern route the 


most practicable as to all its physical con- 


ditions, the shortest as to the distance be- 
tween the navigable waters tributary to the 
two oceans, and as a competing line, a salu- 
tary check on the rapacity of the presert’ 
monopoly—it has. also another feature of 
most significant importance—it is to be the

common bond of future faith and friendli- 
ness between the South and the North, the 
East and the West, of the great Republic. 
There being no longer any apple of dis- 
cord to be found between sections by rea- 
son of “ peculiar institutions” of a local 
and domestic character, the bonds of a 
common commercial interest will hence- 
forth become the paramount ties for bind- 
ing section to section in one universal 
brotherhood. And when the South is thus 
once brought within this beneficent system 
of fraternity, by means of the direct rela- 
tions of business life and community of in- 
terests, the Union will indeed become “one 
and inseparable, now and forever.”’ 


Household Receipts. 


To REMOVE FRECKLES.—Lemon juice 
and glycerine, equal parts, are recom- 
mended to remove tan and freckles. For 
cleansing, softening, and whitening the 
skin of the hands and face, nothing can 
be better, Apply at night, and wash off in 
the morning. 


GRAHAM BREAD.—One coffee-cup flour, 
two coffee-cups Graham flour, one cup 
warm water, one-half coffee-cup yeast, a 
little molasses, one teaspoonful salt, one- 
half teaspoonful soda dissolved in the 
water; make as stiff as it can be stirred 
with a spoon; let it rise over night, and 
bake about an hour in a moderate oven. 


MINUTE SPONGE CAKE.—Beat six eggs 
two minutes ; add three cups of sugar; 
beat five minutes ; add two cups of flour, 
with two teaspoons of cream tartar; beat 
one minute ; add one cup of cold water 
and one teaspoon soda; beat one minute ; 
add four cups flour, juice and rind of one 
lemon, and a pinch of salt. 


CHICKEN PUDDING. — Fricassee two 
young chickens; season them slightly 
with a mushroom powder, mace, nutmeg, 
and salt, but no pepper. Previously take 
the giblets, and stew them down with a 
piece of meat to make gravy; put two 
tablespoonfuls into the paste, and keep the 
rest to fill up or put under the pudding. 
Two hours will boil it. 


OATMEAL GEMS.—Soak over night one 
cup of oatmeal for one cup of cold water 
and a little salt; in the morning, add one 
cup of sour milk, one tablespoonful of su- 
gar, one teaspoonful of soda, and fine oat- 
meal enough to make them as stiff as frit- 
ters (wheat flour will do to thicken it, but 
oatmeal is better). This will make two 
cakes, if you wish to bake it like “ Johnny 
cake.” 


TRANSPARENT PUDDING.—Beat eight 
eggs very well; put them into a stewpan, 
with half a pound of sugar pounded fine, 
the same quantity of butter, and some nut- 
meg grated; set it on the fire, and keep 
stirring it till it thickens; put a rich puff 
paste round the edge of the dish; pour in 
the pudding, when cool, and bake it in a 
moderate oven. It will cut light and clear. 
You may add candied orange and citron if 
you like. . 


Life a Structure. 

Those who would build for themselves a 
happy life must work by aplan. This plan 
may wisely embrace many particulars, so 
that if one part of it fails another may be 
carried out. If a man marks out a pro- 
gramme embracing a professional career, 
happy domestic surroundings, pleasant 
social life, public influence, interior growth 
in virtue, in knowledge, in power, whatever 
disaster may overtake him he will have 
some resources to fall back upon. Some 
men are permitted to work up to their plans 
in life, and to realize largely the success 
they aspire to. But these are comparative- 
ly few. A great many men and women 
find themselves in middle life in circum- 
stances very different from those which at 
twenty years of age they had anticipated. 
Death, revolution, bankruptcy, sickness, 
and a thousand lesser causes have chang- 
ed the whole current of their lives, and 
opened to them careers of which their 
youthful imaginations never conceived. 
Every day we meet clergymen who began 
life as farmers or mechanics, journalists 
who began as clergymen, politicians who, 
from every avocation under the sun, aspire 
to practice the high art of statesmanship, 
artists who.at first were only artisans, and 
capitalists who began as errand boys. But 
we Shall find, in almost every case, that he 
who makes his mark in life has not worked 
at random, but, as far as he could see into 
the future, has been guided by the best 
judgment he could use in the circum- 
stances which surround him. The young 
are apt to be discouraged by lack of suc- 
cess in the first things they undertake ; but 
they should remember that defeat is half 
the time better than victory. Some of the 
most lasting benefits to individuals and to 
nations have sprung from what seemed at 
the time overpowering calamity. The man 
who refuses to be daunted by difficulties, 
and is ever ready to try again, is the man 
who succeeds. 


Cash System. 


Buying on credit is fatal to economy. 
You have always to pay dearer when you 
do not pay cash. The tradesman must 


have interest on his money, for a man will ; 


never in a busy community be willing, ard 
is seldom able, if he were willing, to forget 
it. To the ordinary cash price of the arti- 
cle he adds the interest that may\accrue 
during the time that credit is allowed. This 
is not all; there must be a premium exact- 
ed by the dealers for the risk he runs in 
trusting his goods to that class of more or 
less dangerous customers who never pay 
ready money. Even the most honestly 
disposed of theaie are often unsafe debtors,. 
for they are generally such as are impra- 
dent enough to anticipate their incomes, 
and to overrun them in expenditures. The 
credit system is a temptation to unnecessa- 
ry purcuases. There is a sort of a check 
in the sight and touch of the hard won 
money to the disposition to dispose of it 
lightly. On the other hand, there is some- 
thing in the facility of credit, removing, as 
it does, the disagreeable necessity of pay- 
ment to a vague ‘future, very seductive to 


the buyer, who can gratify his love of pos- ;

There is no such cheap and cautious 
purchaser as cash.

Grant, Irwin and Bryant on the 
School Question. 


The late Presidential message and the 
gubernatorial and municipal inaugurals, 
are interesting to all, and especially to 
the friends of common schools by no 
means unpleasant reading. Mayor Bry- 
ant, in quite general terms indeed, but 
still very decidedly, affirms the neces- 
sity of guarding the system of popular 
education against perversion, and re- 
pressing all attempts to restrict or direct 
its operation to sectarian channels. Gov. 
Irwin affirms, Ist, that public education 
isindispensable; 2d, that the instruc- 
tion imparted must be purely secular 
(an acquaintance with reading, writing, 
and arithmetic being neither Pagan, 
Mohammedan, Christian “or anti-Chris- 
tian, religious or irreligious knowledge) ; 
38d, no portion of the school fund must 
ever be diverted to the support of relig- 
ious schools; while President Grant, 
taking hold of the matter’in a consider- 
ably more radical.way, recommends, 
1st, an amendment of the Constitation, 
making the maintenance of public schools 
by all the States compulsory, and throw- 
ing them open to all without regard to 
race, color, or position ; 2d, that the in- 
struction given in these stheols be only 
in rudimentary branches; 3d, exclusion 


| from the schools of all pagan and irre- 


ligious text books; 4th, that it be pro-

Ist, 
the ultra Protestant, which would have 
Bible reading a regular part of the 
school exercises, and thake the school 
an acknowledged coadjutor of evangeli- 
eal religion; 2d, the Catholic; 3d, the 
infidel, which, though not now, is quite 
likely to be, perhaps in the no distant 
future, an exceedingly troublesome style 
of opinion with which to deal. The 
schools should be unreligious, but they 
never should be irreligious, (for there is 
a difference between *un” or “non- 
religious”’ and “‘irreligious,” ‘“Irre- 
ligious”’ is substantially the same as 
anti-religious).

bols as there are ideas to be represented. 
In writing and printing the characters are 
arranged in perpendicular columns, which 
follow one another from right to left.
